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Delay of Hall-Mills Trial 
On Its Opening Today Seen 


Somerville, N.'J., Nov. 2 (By A. | 
P.).—-On the eve of the first trial 
in the 4-year-old Hall-Mills death 
Inystery, the two judges who are 
to preside at the trial tomorrow 
were still undecided whether legal 
impediments would cause a_ post- 
ponement until the next term of 
court, 

The question puzzling the two 
judges was the outgrowth of the 
demand of Special Prosecutor Al- 
exauder Simpson for a ‘‘struck”’ 
jury. Several weeks ago, at Simp- 
son’s request, the formalities of se- 
lecting a ‘‘struck’’ jury were ful- 
filled. The result was the selection 
of a panel of 36 talesmen chosen by 
a theoretical intelligence test. At 
that time Judge Cleary and Justice 
Parker convened court and permit- 
ted the defense and the State to 
challenge prospective jurors. Jus 
tice Parker then said the law al- 
lowed only five challenges for each 
side in the final selection of the 
jury. 

The selection begins tomorrow 
morning, but today it was learned 
that with the specicl panel reduced

Dunninger, the famous mind 
reader, last night gave a convincing 
demonstration of his mind-reading 
ability in the editorial rooms of 
The Post. After his impromptu 


performance he talked about the 
late Harry Houdini. Dunninger 
and Houdini were close friends and 
often had collaborated in the prep- 
aration of new tricks.

Gov. Smith’s election. was a foregone 
conclusion, but the enormous vote in his 
favor was hardly expected. His national 
standing is now to be reckoned as one of 
the most important factors of 1928. If he 
should not be nominated for the Presi- 
dency he will at least choose the Demo- 
cratic nominee. He has become the most 
influential Democrat in the United States. 

Apparently the Democrats have gained 
Six or seven seats in the Senate. It does 
not appear that they have gained the nine 
necessary to give them control. In nor- 
mally Democratic States the seats held 
by Republicans have been recaptured hy 
Democrats, but the returns are not yet 
complete enough to show whether the 
off-year swing has thrown other States 
into Democratic hands. The result of the 
struggle in Ohio and Illinois was doubtful 
even at a very late hour, while there is 
complete uncertainty as to the outcome 
in Arizona, Nevada and Oregon, where a 
few votes may determine whether or not 
the Democrats have captured the Senate. 

The fate. of individual candidates in 
many States hangs in the balance, but 
the broad effect of yesterday’s election 
is clear. It is a Democratic victory. How 
much of a defeat it is to the Republican 
party can not now be foreseen. Off- 
year elections sometimes loom large at 
the moment and prove to have little effect 
upon the succeeding presidential contest ; 


and at other times they are like comets,

THE OCEAN SHIPPING SITUATION, 

A situation unparalleled since the war period 
and the time immediately succeeding the arm- 
istice has arisen in ocean-borne transportation. 
A few short months ago steamships were seek- 
ing, but in vain, freight at low rates, 
at the present moment the vessels available 
are unable to cope with the huge volume of 
cargo Which is gathered at United States ports, 
with the result of an advance in freight rates 
and the prospect of a further advance unless 
the shortage of tonnage is overcome. 
the North Atlantic-United 
and the west coast of Italy 
raised the lo per cent. Charter 
on grain from New York to Copenhagen 
increased from 16 cents to 40 cents a 
hundred, and berth rates to the United King- 
dom have gone up from 8 or 10 cents to 36 
cents. There is also a great increase in the

The reason for this rapid and extraordinary 
change is to be sought in the British coal strike 
and the consequent placing of orders from 
many parts of the world for United States coal.

One effect of all this 
activity in coal carrying was that it became 
difficulL to move United States shipments of 
fruit for export, and there was serious danger 
of the crop rotting on the docks before it could 
be transported.
